Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1947. 

Dr.  C.  T.  Baynes,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  resigned 
office  in  June,  1947,  and  his  work  was  carried  on  by  Dr.  M. 
Neugroeschl,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  un- 
fortunately was  taken  ill  at  the  end  of  October.  It  is  with  deep 
regret  that  we  have  to  record  her  death  which  occurred  in  March, 

1948. 

In  the  absence  of  these  two  officers,  the  work  of  compiling 
and  presenting  the  report  has  largely  fallen  upon  Mr.  W.  J. 
Symmons,  the  Chief  Clerk,  to  whom  our  grateful  thanks  are  due- 
He  has  been  greatly  assisted  by  the  excellent  team  work  of  Mr. 
R.  Evans,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  his  able  assistants, 
and  to  them  we  must  acknowledge  our  thanks  also. 

To  all  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment and  to  those  concerned  with  the  Public  Health  Services 
generally,  we  offer  our  sincere  thanks,  for  without  their  full 
co-operation  the  services  would  indeed  have  been  impossible  to 
conduct  and  inaugurate. 

A hundred  years  ago  this  year,  the  country  was  threatened 
with  another  outbreak  of  cholera,  and  this  coupled  with  the 
prospect  of  famine  resulting  from  unemployment,  caused  a re- 
awakening in  the  interest  “in  the  affairs  of  man”,  which  so 
impressed  the  Government  that  it  set  in  motion  measures  for  the 
benefit  of  public  health,  and  these  measures  in  the  course  of  years 
have  gathered  impetus,  and  are  still  going  on.  The  year  1947  is 
also  the  centenary  of  the  appointment  of  the  first  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  this  country.  He  was  Dr.  Duncan  of  Liverpool. 

The  year  1947  saw  the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  which  has  given  to  the  people,  for  the  first  time  in  history, 
a comprehensive  and  free  medical  service  for  all.  No  longer  will 
illness  be  accompanied  by  the  worry  of  the  cost  of  treatment. 
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On  the  1st  April,  1947,  the  National  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  evolved  from  a war-time  measure,  was 
instituted,  which  has  laboratories  erected  throughout  the  land  to 
deal  with  all  matters  requiring  bacteriological  investigation.  This 
service  is  of  supreme  help  to  the  General  Practitioners  and  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  respectively. 

Following  on  an  extremely  severe  winter,  there  occurred  an 
epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  (commonly  known  as  infantile 
paralysis).  It  was  the  largest  epidemic  known  in  this  country.  It  is 
estimated  that  nearly  8,000  people  were  affected.  There  were  only 
six  cases  recorded  in  the  Borough  of  Llanelly,  two  being  males 
and  four  females- 

In  1947,  certain  centres  were  established  throughout  England 
and  Wales  for  the  investigation  of  streptomycin  in  tuberculous 
meningitis  and  miliary  tuberculosis.  It  is  rather  early  to  record 
with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  the  results  of  the  treatment,  but 
provisional  results  seem  to  suggest  that  one-third  of  the  cases 
respond,  one-third  are  in  the  balance,  and  one-third  die. 
Before  the  introduction  of  streptomycin  all  cases  of  tuberculous 
meningitis  were  fatal. 

Tuberculosis  in  all  forms,  is  the  third  highest  cause  of  death 
in  this  country.  In  England  and  Wales  there  are  three  fairly 
definite  peaks  of  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  first  peak 
occurs  in  the  second  year  of  life;  the  second  peak  on  young  adult 
life  in  females,  middle  age  for  males;  and  the  third  peak  not 
apparent  now  in  females,  but  still  obvious  in  males  in  the  age 
group  55-60. 

The  second  highest  cause  of  death  is  cancer  and  this  seems 
to  be  increasing.  This  apparent  increase  may  be  due,  to  some 
extent,  to  earlier  detection  of  the  malady  and  better  facilities  for 
diagnosing  it.  There  are  large  variations  in  the  incidence  of 
cancer,  and  according  to  the  Registrar  General,  the  variation  in 
England  and  Wales  is  most  clearly  marked  in  two  main  types, 
namely,  cancer  of  the  stomach  and  lungs  respectively. 

Gastric  cancer  at  different  age  groups  is  lowest  in  London 
and  the  County  Boroughs.  There  is  an  astonishing  prevalence  of 
gastric  cancer  in  North  Wales  which  gives  an  excess  for  females 
of  between  74-103%  that  of  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and 
Wales.  It  is  suggested  that  the  reason  lies  in  the  dietary  and  cooking 
habits  in  which  fresh  milk  plays  a minor  and  the  frying  pan  a 
major  part. 

Respiratory  cancer  is  much  higher  in  Urban  than  in  rural 
areas,  though  in  both  it  is  on  the  increase.  The  relationship 
between  lung  cancer  and  the  hours  of  sunlight  is  also  most  inter- 
esting. There  is  evidence  to  show  that  there  is  a high  correlation 
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to  suggest  that  either  smokiness  of  the  atmosphere  tends  to  produce 
or  sunshine  tends  to  prevent,  the  incidence  of  cancer  of  the  lungs. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  the  circulatory  system  still  remains 
the  highest  cause  of  death. 

The  crude  death  rate  for  the  year  is  13.49  per  1,000 
estimated  population,  whilst  that  of  England  and  Wales  is  12.0 
per  1,000  estimated  population. 

The  birth  rate  for  Llanelly  Borough  is  17.64  and  that  of  England 
and  Wales  20.5  per  1,000  estimated  population.  The  birth  rate, 
it  is  to  be  noted,  gives  a false  idea  of  fertility,  for  to  obtain  the  latter 
it  is  necessary  to  know  the  number  of  legitimate  births  per  1,000 
married  women. 

The  still  birth  rate,  that  is,  the  number  of  legitimate  and 
illegitimate  births  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births  for  Llanelly 
is  31.84.  The  rate  per  1,000  population  is  0.58,  whilst  that  for 
England  and  Wales  was  0.50. 

Infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  37-82  per  1,000  live 
births  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  was  41.00. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  mothers  occurring  during  pregnancy 
and  child  bearing  for  the  year  was  4,  giving  a maternal  mortality 
rate  of  6- 36  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births.  That  for  England 
and  Wales  was  1.17.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  Facilities. — An  arrangement  is  in  operation  for  the 
bacteriological'  examinations  of  pathological  specimens  and  of 
milk  samples  at  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carm- 
arthen, and  the  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea.  During  the  year  140 
throat  and  nasal  swabs,  60  vaginal  swab-,  2 blood  specimens,  15 
urine  specimens,  22  specimens  of  faeces,  12  of  pus  and  66  samples 
of  milk  were  examined.  In  addition  to  the  above,  42  specimens  of 
faeces,  41  of  urine  and  1 of  blood  taken  from  men  employed  by 
the  Town  Council  in  their  water  undertaking  were  examined. 

Water  Analyses. — This  work  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  H.  J. 
Evans,  B.Sc.,  F-I.C,,  F.C.S.,  of  the  County  Analyst’s  Laboratory, 
Carmarthen. 


Ambulance  Facilities. — The  agreement  with  the  Priory  of  St. 
John  continues  in  operation  for  the  transport  of  patients  residing 
in  the  Borough  to  the  General  Hospital,  etc. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. — This  is  undertaken  by  the  Llanelly 
and  District  Nursing  Association  in  the  case  of  subscribers. 


Treatment  Centres. — The  following  clinics  are  housed  in  the 
Public  Health  Department,  Old  Town  Hall:— Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  School  Clinic,  Dental  and  Eye  Clinic.  Three  rooms  at  th 
Hall  Street  Wesleyan  Chapel  Vestry  are  used  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  and  a Gynaecological  Clinic  is  held  at  the 
Nurses’  Institute  by  arrangement  with  the  Llanelly  and  District 
Nursing  Association.  The  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association’s 
tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  at  Bay  View,  Capel  Road.

Dr.  Madel’s  report  on  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year 
is  as  follows: — 

“it  is  with  much  pleasure  that  1 have  to  report  that  the 
Clinic  continues  to  progress  satisfactorily. 

“During  the  year  a total  of  116  patients  were  seen  and 
advised.  Of  this  figure  18  were  new  patients  and  98  old 
patients.  When  compared  with  the  reports  of  previous  years 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  attendances  are  steadily  increasing. 

Examples  of  the  cases  seen  are  as  follows: 

1.  Mother  of  low  mentality — four  living  children,  all 
mentally  defective. 

2.  Mother  of  three  children,  suffering  from  Toxic  Goitre 

and  severe  heart  disease. 

3.  Mother  who  has  previously  suffered  from  severe 

eclampsia — toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

4.  Mother  of  one  child  suffering  from  severe  epilepsy. 

5.  Mother  of  two  children  both  suffering  from  congenital 

dislocation  of  hip.  Mother  very  debilitated  from 
strain  of  caring  for  her  crippled  children  . 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  examples  many  cases  are 
those  suffering  from  severe  heart  disease  and/or 
kidney  disease.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH. 

Water  Supply. — There  is  an  abundant  constant  supply  of  water 
for  the  whole  of  the  Borough  and  the  premises  within  the  Cor- 
poration’s Extended  limits  of  supply. 

Water  Distribution. — 9,072  houses  with  an  estimated  population 
of  35,939  are  supplied  direct  from  water  mains  and  28  houses  with 
an  estimated  population  of  109  are  supplied  from  standpipes. 

Consumption  of  Water. — The  average  daily  consumption  of 
filtered  water  for  the  year  for  domestic  purposes  was  48.09  gallons 
per  head  per  day,  and  for  trade  purposes  53.22  gallons  per  head 
per  day. 


Rainfall.— The  rainfall  for  the  year  1947  was  46.30  inches  and 
rain  fell  on  202  days.  The  average  rainfall  for  the  past  67  years 
on  the  Cwmlliedi  Reservoir  was  50.85  inches.  One  inch,  or  over 
of  rain  fell  in  24  hours  on  four  occasions.  The  highest  fall  occurred 
on  the  25th  July  when  2.11  inches  was  recorded. 

Safeguarding  of  Water  Supply. — The  whole  of  the  men  employed 
by  the  Town  Council  in  their  water  undertaking  have  been  ascer- 
tained by  bacteriological  tests  to  be  free  from  the  infection  of 
enteric  fever  and  allied  diseases.  All  new  workmen  are  required 
to  pass  a similar  test  before  being  employed  in  connection  with  the 
town’s  water  supply. 

Water  Analysis. — The  water  for  domestic  supply  is  subjected  to 
slow  sand  filtration  and  chloramine  treatment  and  monthly  . 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  of  the  water  show  that  the 
treatment  is  satisfactory. 

The  samples  taken  on  the  9th  December,  1947,  for  examination 
by  Mr.  H.  J.  Evans,  County  Analyist.  Carmarthen,  showed  the

HOUSING. 

A woman  housing  investigator,  Mrs.  O.  Morris,  S.R.N.,  visits 
all  the  houses  under  the  control  of  the  Corporation.  Where  con- 
ditions are  not  satisfactory,  the  results  are  reported  by  Mrs.  Morris 
to  the  Borough  Treasurer,  who  passes  the  matter  on  to  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  investigation  in  each  case  as  to  the 
degree  of  overcrowding  in  any  one  house,  and  the  general  sanitary 
condition  of  the  premises-  She  is  required  to  make  investigation 
into  the  circumstances  of  applicants  for  Corporation  houses. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. — The  number  of  registered  milk  retailers  in  the 
Borough  was  91,  of  whom  12  were  licensed  for  the  sale  of 
designated  milk. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  Borough 
were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  a high  standard  of 
cleanliness  has  been  maintained.

Meat  and  Other  Foods. — Shops,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.,  are  visited 
regularly,  and  particulars  of  condemnations  are  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Mr.  K.  J.  Mackay,  M.R.C.V.S.,  the  Veterinary  Inspector  for  the 
Borough,  was  responsible  for  the  inspection  and  condemnation  of 
animals  and  carcases  in  the  public  slaughterhouse  and  his  report 
for  the  year  is  appended-

Diphtheria. — Five  cases  were  notified  in  1947.  Of  these,  three 
were  rediagnosed  infectious  monoclosiosis,  acute  latyngitis  and 
quinsy.  One  case  was  admitted  to  the  County  Isolation  Hospital, 
the  child  not  having  been  immunised.  The  other  child,  who  had 
received  one  injection,  died  on  the  way  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — Number  of  infants  in  the  age  group 
1 — 2 who  were  immunised  showed  a gradual  increase  from  1941- 
1945.  There  was  a drop  in  1946  and  1947.  This  was  probably 
due  to  the  fact  that  notifications  continued  to  decrease  and  the 
fact  that  early  in  1947  there  was  a very  bad  epidemic  of  measles. 
Towards  the  end  of  1947  there  was  a big  increase  in  the  number 
immunised  which  extended  to  the  early  months  of  1948.  The 
following  is  a table  showing  the  numbers  of  the  age  group  1 — 2 
who  were  immunised  since  the  introduction  of  immunisation  in

Tuberculosis— 39  cases  (1.13  per  1,000  population)  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1947 — 23  males,  16  females.  16  deaths

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destfuction)  Act,  1919. 

The  Infestation  Order,  1943. 

Eighty-two  rat  infestations  were  treated  during  the  year,  and 
the  River  Lliedi,  sewers,  refuse  tip,  market  and  slaughterhouse  were 
treated  at  regular  intervals. 

The  treatments  were  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  methods 
of  the  Infestation  Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  the  poisons  used  being  zinc  phosphide,  arsenic  and 
red  squill. 

Smoke  Abatement. — Various  complaints  of  nuisances  caused  by 
smoke  and  grit  received  the  attention  of  the  Department  during 
the  year,  and  reports  were  made  to  the  Health  Committee  regarding 
measures  for  their  abatement. 

Increase  of  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  (Restrictions)  Acts, 
1920-1938- — Thirteen  applications  were  received  during  the  year 
and  certificates  were  issued  in  all  cases.
